AZ] hundreth fourtie and four years. The Eſtates of Parliament preſently conveened ,by vertue of 
the laſt A ofthe laſt Parliament, holden by his Majeſty and the three Eſtates, in Anno 1 641. 
Sg Conſidering the great Preparations made by Strangers, and ſome unnatuxall Countrey-men, 
if £0 invade this Kingdom , and deſtroy the Religion, Laws,and Libertiehereof : And thar 
aj an Army under the command of Prince Rupert , are marching in an hoſtile way towards the 
I} Borders of this Kingdom for that effe& , Do finde it abſolutely neceſlary, that for our owne 
preſervation and ſafety of this Countrey, the ſamine ſhould be pur in a poſture of defence,as 
may raiſe the Countrey moſt ſpeedily , and bring them ſooneſt forth ror reſiſt the preſent in- 
aj vation. Therefore it is ſtatute and ordained ,thatall the fenſible perſons berwixt fixtie and 
fixteene , of whatſoever quality,within the Sheriffdoms of Berwick, Roxburgh,Selkirk, Pee- 
bles, Drumfreis, and Stuartries of Anandale and Kirkcudbright, Conſtabularieof Hadintoun, 
— Mir ot Lawderdalc, Edinburgh principal], Linlichgow, Stirling, Clackmannan, Lanerik, 
Wigtoun , Fyte, Perth, and Forfar , Be preſently contrived in Companiesand Regiments of Horſe and Foot, 
and that they be ſufficiently provided with Arms and Ammunition,and thirty dayes proviſion, and be ready to defend the Coun- 
trey,oppoſe any Invaſion, and purſue the Invaders ; And thar they be aiding and afliſting ro eithers;and be ready to march where 
the Invaſion ſhall happen to be , orto ſuch places of Rendezvous as upon certain intelligence and correſpondence amongſt theſe 


who hath command ; ſhall be thought moſt fitting, for oppofing and purſi bag the _— And if any of the Heritors be aged 
or known to be infirm, That they ſend out able men, with their beſt Horſe and Arms. nd ſtatutes and ordains the whole For- 


ces Horſe and Foot aforeſaid, to be ready ro march upon advertiſement , by putting forth of Beakons upon the accuſtomed pla- 
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4 q ch orberady Welk, out of the Shires of mn Stirling, Perth, and Renfrew.) AMid to the effe& the Forces in the Shires 
Tay be the better provided with Arms, and more ſpeedily and exactly brought forth, The Eſtates forefaids ordains, that all ſuch 
- as were formerly appointed to be Colonels, or Root- maſters of the Shires,by the Convention of Eſtates and their Committees, 
Rill remain and continue in that charge in theſe Shires where they are nominate. And otdains the ſamine Diviſions and Conjun- 
@ions of Shires likewiſe to ſtand. Knd in like manner ordains the whole Noblemen and Committees of -Warre of the ſeveral 
Shires and Diviſions, to meet all in their own ſeverall Commirrees, in their ordinary place of meeting,betwixt and the ſixth day 
of Auguſt next to come #ncluſiv? at the fartheſt, and there to determine upon the ſaids Regiments Both Horſe and Foot , and ac- 
cording tothe number of the ſamine Horſe and Foot within ilk ſeverall S ire and Diviſton,to chooſe and Sppoune moe Colonels, 
Root-maſters,and all other Officers neceſſary for leading and commanding of their Forces, aſwell Horſe a$ Foot, and to provide 
as many Arms 8 Ammunition as wil arm all the able men in the Shire; & thar either by giving preſent Money for them,or Bands 
for the price thereof to a certaine day, and they to have Letters of relief againſt the Heritors for repayment of the ſamine. With 
power to the Commirrees foreſaids, andthe Heritors,to diſtribute the Arms inthe ſeverall Shires and Diviſions to theſe perſons 
+ that wants. And ordains all fenſible perſons whatſoever, betwixt ſixtie and ſixteen, to come forth upon the advertiſement fore- 
ſaid, under the pains following, viz , Ilk Noble-man,Gentle-man, Heritor, and Bur eſle, ( exce Edinburgh and Stirling, who 
are ordained to put all the fenſible men within their Towns in Arms and Poſture of defence ) under the pain of a years Rent, and 
ilk Yeoman, under the pain of confiſcation of their whole Moveables, to be applyedto the uſe of the Publick , and to be farther 
puniſhed, as contemners of the orders and authority of Parliament, and infringers of their Coyenant. Andordains this preſent
